SUBMARINES MOVING : 
TO THE SOUTH ATLANTIC 


At Least Two Big U-Boats 
Are Operating — Eleven 
Vessels Have Been Sunk 
So Far—American Craft 
Scouring Sea for Raiders. 


Washington, June 4.—Enemy subma- 
rines still were operating off the Afer- 
ican coast today. A French tank 


steamer, the Radioleine, first trans- 
Atlantic craft to be attacked by the 
raiders, was saved from destruction at 
9:30 o’clock this morning by an Ameri- 
ean destroyer 65 miles off the Mary- 
land coast. 

The same destroyer found the coast- 
ing schooner Edward Baird, Jr., sink- 
ing after having been bombed in the 
game vicinity, making seven schooners 
and four steamers known officially to 
have been sunk by the raiders. 

Announcement by the navy depart- 
ment of these facts late tonight, ais- | 
closed that the raid in American wa- 
ters had not ended with yesterday's 
‘toll of destruction, upsetting the theory | 
that the raiders probably were speed- 

= Eee Coast .patrol..vessels 
‘had not acted on the theory. They now 
are closing in from all direction on 
the scene of the raiders last exploit, 
scouring the sea for further trace of 
the enemy U-boats as they come. 

Secretary Daniels directed tonfght 
that the brief report from the destroyer 
be made public. The destroyer herself, 
with two survivors of the Baird, a 279- 
ton craft hailing from Wilmington, 
Del., was still hunting for the enemy. 

The announcement which naval of- 
ficers said contained all the depart- 
ment knew about today’s activities of 
the raiders follows: 

“The navy department has received 
a dispatch from a United States de- 
stroyer that at 9:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing, she interrupted an attack by an 
enemy submarine on the French steam- 
er Radioleine, about 65 miles off the 
Maryland coast. The destroyer also 
took on board two men from the Ed- 
ward Baird which was bombed and 
sinking. 

“A later report was received stating 
that the Radioleine had arrived at an 
Atlantic port.” . 

At Least Twe Submarines. 


Reports from survivors also estab- 
lished during the day that at least two 
submarines have been at work in Amer- | 
ican waters. They are the U-37 and the 
U-151, and a report to the navy depart- 
ment shows that one of them at least 
had stores to last her three months. 

Many officers believed that at least 
one of the raiders is a cruiser subma- 
rine of large tonnage.

G6uncilman J. N. Renfroe, the author 
of the resolution, stated Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, emphatically that there would 
be no secret sessions of the investiga- 
tion committee if he could prevent ne 
The statement was made, however, 
that while newspaper men would not 
be excluded from the sessions, several 
members of the committee were of the 
opinion that the general public be ex- 
cluded. 

Councilman Renfroe stated that he 
would make an effort to secure the 
services of a stenographer, and that 
it was’ his purpose to see that the in- 
vestigation was made in such manner 
as to leave no doubt in the minds of 
the people of the thoroughness of the 
probe. 

Will Insist Upon Rules. 


“T am going to insist upon all the 
rules governing the evidence usual at 
such investigations,” said Mr. Renfroe, 
‘and I want it understood that all wit- 
ness summoned to testify will be 
‘under the rule’ (meaning they would 
be prevented from hearing evidence de- 
livered by others). This is taken to 

ean that members of the board of edu- 
cation, school officials and teachers will 
be excluded from the committee room 
if they have been subpoenaed to tes- 
tify. 

“You can depend upon it, we are 
going to the very bottom of this mat- 
ter,” said Mr. Renfroe, “and every pro- 
tection will be vouchsafed those who 
wish to come before the committee and 
(tell things that the committee should 
know concerning the school affairs. In 
fact, we invite everyone who knows 
that this committee should 
learn, to come and tell us about it. 
We will see that all are protected, 
whether they are teachers, pupils or 
parents.”

The first seizure to break up what is 
alleged to be widespread hoarding of 
sugar by soft drink dispensers in Geor- 
gia was made Tuesday by order of Dr. 
Andrew M. Soule, federal food admin- 
istrator for Georgia. The seizure in- 
volved 700 pounds of sugar,.which Steve 
Pergautis, proprietor of a soft drink 
store at 51 .-West Mitchell street, 
was reported to have on hand in viola- 
tion of the regulations governing the 
hoarding of sugar. 

Major McClatchey sent a dray to the 
place of business operated by Pergautis, 
and exercising the powers of seizure, 
loaded seven sacks of sugar into the 
vehicle and carried them to the office 
of the food administration in the 
Chamber of Commerce building. 

Pergautis was summoned to appear 
at 10 o’clock this morning at the of- 
fices of the administration for a pre- 
liminary hearing in his case. The pen- 
alty prescribed for guilt in this of- 
fense is a fine of $5,000 or two years 
in the penitentiary, or both. :

He Was Brother of U. S. Judge 
Henry D. Clayton, of 
Alabama. 


Clayton, Ala., June 4.—Official notice 
from the war department was received | 
by United States Judge Henry D. Clay-} 
ton, announcing the death of his broth- 
er, Colonel Bertram T. Clayton, who} 
was killed by an enemy aerial bomb in | 
France Tuesday morning. 

Colonel Clayton was the elder son of 
the late General and Mrs. Henry D. 
Clayton, of this place. He was educated 
at the University of Alabama and 
graduated from the United States Mil- 
itary academy in 1886. He was a class- 
mate of General John J. Pershing, com- 
mander-in-chief of the American expe- 
ditionary force in France. He saw 
service in the west during the Indian 
wars and then resigned his commission 
to take up engineering in New York. 
At the outbreak of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war he organized troop C, of the 
New York cavalry, and was in com- 
mand of the New York squadron in 
Porto Rico. 

Returning from the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war he was elected to congress 
from the third New York district, serv- 
ing one year. He was then appointed 
a captain by President Roosevelt, serv- 
ing three years as quartermaster in 
the Philippines; he superintended the 
erection of Jackson barracks, New 
Orleans, and the new buildings at West 
Point. He served also as quartermas- 
ter in Panama At the outbreak of 
the war with Germany he was placed 
in command of the transport service of 
New York, then his request for active 
service was granted and he was sent 
overseas, where he was made quarter- 
master to the division commanded by 
Major General Robert L. Bullard, also

The superintendent of the city water- 
works, W. Zode Smith, upon the ad- 
vice of the city and federal health 
authorities, has wired the manufac- 
turers for a chlorinating plant that is 
to be used for the purpose of steriliz- 
ing the Atlanta water supply, and he 
has also asked the authorities at 
Washington to direct the express and 
railroad companies to give the ship- | 
ment priority in order that this ap- 


paratus may reach the city in the 
shortest possible time.

GERMANS ARE MAKING 
ONLY ISOLATED ATTACKS 


And They Are Being Held 
at Almost All Points—On 
Various Sectors the Allied 
Forces Are Striking 
Vicious Blows. 


New York, June 4.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—From drives on wide fronts 
the German offensive in France has 
deteriorated into isolated attacks along 
the area between Soissons and Chateau 
Thierry and eastward to the Marne in 
the general direction of Rheims. 

Although in these attacks the enemy 
still is using large effectives and great 
numbers of guns, he is being held al- 

‘everywhere from further progress 
and on various sectors compelled to 
assure the defensive against vicious 
blows delivered by the American, 
French and British troops. 


U. S. TROOPS 
IN THE BATTLE. 


The Americans on the sectors where 
they are alone or brigaded with allied 
troops everywhere are fighting with 
a spirit of abandon that places them 
rightly in the category of veterans. 
Near the Neuilly wood, which lies 
northwest of Chateau Thierry and at 
the point where the’ drive has brought 
the enemy nearest Paris, the Ameri- 
cans have beaten off a strong Ger- 
man attack, and on the Marne at Jaul- 
gonne, some six miles northeast of Cha- 
teau Thierry, fighting shoulder to 
shoulder with the French, they have 
aided in forcing the first contingent 
of the enemy to cross the Marne again 
to seek refuge on the northern bank 
of the stream. In this last engage- 
ment the Germans have suffered se- 
vere casualties and also left 100 pris- 
oners in the hands of the defenders of 
the line. 

Between the Aisne and Ourcq rivers 
the Germans have captured Pernant 
and to the south of that village the 
French have ceded a little terrain. In 
the Ourcq valley they also took the 
town of Neuilly-la-Poterie (Veuilly-la- 
Poterie?) 74% miles northwest of Cha- 
teau Thierry, in fighting during which 
the place changeé@ hands several times. 
In the region between the Oise and 
the Aisne the Germans have been una- 
‘ble to advance anywhere. The losses 
of the Germans near Pernant were ex- 
tremely heavy owing to the stubborn 
defense of the French. 

There still is only moderate activity 
along the line held by the British in 
Flanders and Picardy, where patrol 
activities and bombarding continue. On 
the Amiens front the Germans are heav- 
ily bombarding British positions. 


AMERICAN TROOPS

With the American Army in Picardy” 
June 4.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
American troops co-operating with the

Lewes, Del., June 4.—Nineteen sur- 
vivors, passengers and crew, of the sub- 
marined steamship Carolina, were land- 
ed here today and brought a harrowing 
tale of the sea, the news of the loss of | 
sixteen of their number and a remark- 
able rescue of a girl while they drifted 

4” helpless on the ocean during a severe 
thunderstorm Sunday night. Ten boats 
left the Carolina before she was sunk 
by the German submarine U-37, all 
passed through the same storm, and 
the survovirs here said they had felt 
sure all were lost. They expressed 
great joy when informed that most of 
the Carolina’s company had been saved. 

' ‘The nineteen persons landed here 
were brought in by a British vessel, 
which picked them up more than 25 
miles off the Delaware capes. They

Dublin, Ga. June 4—(Special.)—A 
tremendous crowd turned out to hear 
Governor Dorsey open the tractor dem- 
onstration here this morning with a 
Speech in the courthouse and to see 
the parade of tractors and cars from 
the courthouse to the demonstration 
grounds and then go out to see the 
tractors at work. 

Governor Dorsey’s speech was an ex- 
Planation of this department of the 
State Council of Defense’s work, in 
which he stated that the reason behind 
these demonstrations was to show-farm- 
ers just how much labor can be saved 
by the use of tractors and improved ma- 
chinery used with them and how pro- 
duction can be increased by their use. 

“Wie have not experienced anything 
like the labor shortage yet which will 
come later,” said Governor Dorsey. 
“when we put an army of five million 
men in France. We have now approxi- 
mately three-quarters of a million 
there and we are already short of la- 
bor. We must find some substitute for 
these needed men, and tractors will 
supply a big portion of it.” Governor 
Dorsey was introduced by Judge J. S. 
Adams, of Iiblin. 

J. J. Brown, commissioner of agri- 
culture, said: 

“In this war of autocracy versus de- 
mocracy, we are all for democracy, and 
the time has come, not for farmers to 
do their bit, but their best for their 
country. Georgia farmers are not 
Slackers; they thay be a little slow to 
take hold of conditions and wake up, 
but they can be depended on to do 
all that ig in them to do.”

GENERAL LEONARD WOOD. 


Keenly disappointed at being denied the 


privilege of accompanying his division to the 


scenes of battle, Major General Leonard 


Wood, in true soldierly spirit, accepts with- 
out a murmur the order that sends him back 


to the interior to prepare another division 
for service in France. 

In keeping General Wood at Camp Fun- 
ston instead of sending him to France, the 
commander-in-chief is, no doubt, controlled 
by some good, impelling reason, which, if 
understood by the public, might or might 
not be approved. 

But that is neither here nor there. In 
war “orders are orders” and must be obeyed 


without stopping to discuss whether or not 


they are wise. 

But it can be said of General Wood that 
he holds the esteem of the whole country, 
and that whatever he does, or wherever he 
goes, he will measure up to the full standard 
of a great soldier. 

As commander of the southeastern divi- 
sion immediately after this country went to 
war, General Wood made a remarkable 


record in organizing the cantonments and 


camps of this division and m starting them 
off on a basis of military precision and effi- 
ciency. No other divisional commander in 
the whole military department of the gov- 
ernment made a better record. 

Transferred to Camp Funston in com- 
mand of a division, it was natural that Gen- 
eral Wood should be keenly anxious to ac 
company his troops there trained by him, to 
France. . 

But there was other use for him, and so 


he bade his soldiers farewell at the coast. 


His loyalty to his country and the depth 


of his devotion to his profession, glow in his 
brief statement to his troops when leaving 


them—they to go to France, he, back to 


Kansas— . 


“The orders have been changed, and 
I am to go back to Funston. [| leave 
for there tomorrow morning!” 


And he went on to say— 


‘I wish you the best of luck and 
ask you to keep up the high standard 
of conduct and work you have in the 
past. There is not anything to be said. 
The orders stand and the only thing 
to do is to do the best we can—all 
of us—to win the war. That’s what we 
are here for; that’s what you have 
been trained for. I shall follow your 
career with the deepest interest; with 
just as much interest as though I 
were with you. Good luck and God 
bless you.”’ 
This pathetic farewell of the commander 
to the men whom he had trained, leaves a 
touch of sadness that will find universal 
écho; and while the whole country will back 
any order that emanates from the comman- 
der-in-chief, and feel satisfied that it is based 
on good reason, it will in this instance 
regret that whatever that reason was, it 
was considered good enough to separate 
Wood from his men, and to keep him from 
the battlefields of Europe, where civilization 
is ‘at war for Liberty. 


SABOTAGE IN THE ARMY. 


On the witness stand in the trial of 112 
members of the Industrial Workers of the 
World, in Chicago, a few days ago, Private 
Frank Wormkee, alias Frank Woods, a sol- 
dier in the American army and erstwhile 
I. W. W. delegate, is reported to have made 
confessions which should make him eligible 
to a temporary position before a firing 
squad. 

He is said to have “admitted committing 
acts of sabotage while an I. W. W. delegate,” 
and that while working in northwestern lum- 
ber camps he and other of his ilk drove 
spikes into logs, “well concealed under the 
bark,” so that when the great, rapidly- 
revolving circular saws should meet the 
spikes the mill machinery would be wrecked, 
probably with loss of human life. Further- 
more, one of his associates, he testified, car- 
ried a bottle of liquid that would cause fire 
when thrown upon wood; and he said that 
he went into the army under a fictitious 
name in order to evade punishment for his 
despicable crimes. Since joining the army, 
he told the court, he had been asked by 
fellow-members of the pro-Hun organization 
to which he belongs to “teach sabotage in 
the American army,’ which’ sabotage, he 
was informed, could include “placing foreign 
substances in food” to make the soldiers 
sick, and the cutting up of clothing. 

Sabotage is about the most heinous form 
of crime in existence. It is cowardly and 
base, and any man who has ever sanctioned, 
to say nothing of having practiced, it cer- 
tainly is out of place in the uniform of our 
country. - 

In times like these the government can 
afford to take no chances with, nor to offer 
any quarter to, the members of the organi- 
zation which teaches and practices sabot- 
age; and the sooner it is broken up and its 
members brought to book, the better it Will 
be for the country and the cause of civili- 
zation. :

NEURALGIA OR NEURITIS? 

Since “rheumatism” has gone out of fash- 
ion it is ah everyday experience to hear 
some one describe swelling or inflammation 
of the joints as “neuritis.” This has a kind 
of modern, exclusive sound which apparent- 
ly pleases easy-going patients. Reminds one 
of the popular notion of “gastritis.” 
tritis means literally stomach inflammation, 
but a whole lot of good folks imagine it 
means “gas” on the stomach. 

Neur means nerve; itis means inflamma- 
tion; algia means ache or pain. Neuritis 
is very different from neuralgia. Neuralgia 
(nerve pain) is the name we give a pain 
that follows the course of a certain nerve 
or nerves, such as intercostal (inter, be- 
tween, costa, rib) neuralgia, that shooting or 
stabbing pain between the ribs in the side— 
and curiously enough usually in the left 
side—which frightens so many women who 
imagine they have “neuralgia of the heart.” 
Neuritis (nerve inflammation) is much 
more than pain along the course of a nerve 
or nerves; it is tenderness of the affected 
nerve, wasting of the muscles supplied by 
the nerve, thinning of the skin over the 
weakened muscles. Neuralgia comes for 
moments, hours, sometimes a few days, then 
passes off. Neuritis comes for months and 
stays on the job constantly. No matter how 
fashionable it may be to call joint inflam- 
mation, fatigue pain, neuralgia, and _ the 
aches of various acute infections like coryza 
or tonsilitis (toxemic pain) “neuritis,” you 
cant’ prove it unless you can show muscle 
wasting in the affected part. 

In the beginning of neuritis the pain is 
the sole symptom complained of, and until 
more definite signs of nerve inflammation 
manifest themselves after several days it 
is often impossible to make the diagnosis. 
Hence it is ridiculous to say “I had a touch 
of neuritis” yesterday or last week, when 
you are all well today. It couldn’t have 
been neuritis if it disappeared so soon; at 
least no one could have diagnosed it so 
soon. . 

The causes of neuralgia are anemia, im- 
pacted (unerupted) wisdom teeth and de- 
cayed teeth, the toxins or poisons of various 
infectious diseases, such as syphilis and ma- 
laria, new growths pressing upon nerve 
trunks, and pressure or strain from various 
faults of posture, together with a countless 
number of lesions which produce “reflex” 
pain such as the neuralgia of the knee from 
hip disease and the neuralgia of the “stom- 
ach” from Post’s disease (tuberctlosis of 
the spine) and the occasional appendix pain 
from beginning pneumonia.

Commercial Congress Officials — : 
Discuss Shipbuilding in the South

In a statement made Tuesday in Atlanta, 
where they stopped en route for Washing- 
ton, General Julian S. Carr, chairman of the 
shipping board of the Southern Commercial 
Congress, and Clarence J. Owens, managing 
director of the congress, indicated that the 
report they will make to the United States 
shipping board and the United States Emer- 
gency Fleet corporation on the status of 
shipbuilding in the south, will indicate that 
this section has fallen behind in its sched- 
uled production of vessela This deficiency, 
however, it is clearly indicated, is not by 
reason of any fault of southern business 
men or executives themselves, as the ship- 
building contracts in the south have been 
handled by companies and corporations for- 
eign to the south, who have not the neces- 
sary knowledge of local conditions as to 
labor, etc. 

The two officials are working under a 
special designation of the United States 
shipping board and the United States Emer- 
gency Fleet corporation. The details of the 
réport they will present to officials in Wash- 
ington could not be given out. However, 
Managing Director Owens, in response to 
inquiries, disclosed certain general observa- 
tions based upon his south-wide personal 
survey. and investigation. 

“The business and industrial leaders of 
the south are not building ships,” stated Mr. 
Owens. “The yards in the south, in the main, 
are under contracts given to men outside the 
south and operated by young men sent into 
the south or under direct governmental op- 


| 


| 


eration, the officers, for the most part, being | 


young men who have been sent south to 
build ships. 
Contracts Awarded Elsewhere. 

“Business and industrial and financial 
leaders at many ports are ready to serve and 
have endeavored to do their part, but for 
some reasons they have failed to get the 
contracts. They have sites ready, an& in 
a few instances ways ready and other nat- 
ural and constructed advantages, and have 
offered to finance themselves. 

“Contracts for the south have largely 
been awarded outside the south, and in 
many instances the sites selected are virgin, 
and, in some instances, on marshes, where 
land has been made and is being made since 
the contracts were awarded. 

“The south is behind on contract deliver- 
ies, and, while there are extenuating cir- 
cumstances that in some measure explain 
the delay, yet it should be emphasized in 
defense of the south that the industrial 
leaders have not been given the opportunity 
to build ships under government contracts 
and the showing on the progress diagrams, 
indicating how the south is behind and is 
falling down, should be explained in the 
main as contracts held by companies and 
corporations foreign to the south, whose 
officers did not know labor and other condi- 
tions in the southern states. 

Hindrance Overcome, 

“With all the delays, changes in order 
and specifications and other hindrances in 
launching a new enterprise, these have been 
overcome to a remarkable extent, and from 
now on the south will be constantly launch- 
ing ships. 

“The most remarkable fact is the spirit 
of co-operation.on the part of the men of 
the south in giving every aid to those who 
have come to the south with their contracts. 
They have donated valuable land, extended 
transportation and power lines, have con- 
structed roadways and streets, have raised 


large sums cf money for housing operations, 
have brought the scheme of local govern- 
ment into assistance as to policing, health 
and senitation, and have organized locally 
to render aid instantly as required or re- 
quested and to show appreciation for the 


shipbuilders and their employees, recogniz- 
ing their work as a part of the military 


scheme of the federal government. 
To Report Direct. 
“We have inspected plants from sites 


where ground has not been broken up,” he | 


said, “through every gradation of progress 
to the actual launching. 

“Wei are returning to Washington to 
report direct to Chairman Hurley and Di- 
rector General Schwab. We have been the 
bearers of personal messages from Director 
General Schwab to each port, and we will 
join him in Texas in a few weeks and in- 
spect the progress of southern yards from 
Texas around the gulf and up the Atlantic 
to Maryland.” 

Director General Schwab addressed the 
following official communication to the 
Southern Commercial Congress: “Recogniz- 
ing the important service being rendered 
by the shipping board of the Southern Com- 
mercial Congress, working under designa- 
tion of the United States shipping board, I 
desire to urge your further intensive serv- 
ice in bringing the south to realize the obli- 
gation of the hour in building ships to meet 
the national emergency. The south’ must 
do its full duty, and I call upon the people 
of the south to respond with enthusiasm. 
New contracts will be given the south in 
proportion to the energy, efficiency and 
promptness with which the contracts are 
fulfilled. 

“In a few weeks I will join you on a 
personal inspection of*the progress being 
made in southern yards, and in the mean- 
time I wish you the greatest measure of 
success in inspiring shipbuildimg in _ the 
southern states. Help me!” 

The official designation of Chairman Ed- 
ward N. Hurley, addressed to the Southern 
Commercial Congress, is as follows: 

Hurley’s Communication. 

“Realizing that we must have ships, and 
without ships troops and food cannot be 
transported, a great country-wide drive is 
being inaugurated to bring home to the peo- 
ple outside of the shipyards the necessity 
of getting behind the worker in the yard— 
of giving him every possible support. 

“There is no question but what in the 
main our shipbuilders and their employees 
are striving to do their utmost. I am only 
fearful that the communities in which the 
shipyards are located do not appreciate the 
work those men are performing in connec- 
tion with our military progress. 

“Therefore, no opportunity should be lost 
by the citizens of the shipbuilding centers 
to make the shipworkers feel that they are 
with him. Great occasions should be made 


of launchings. School children must be told 
of the part of the war which is being en- 
acted before their very eyes and how the 
ships will save the nation. Just as a com- 
munity is proud that it has furnished its 
quota of soldiers, so.it must show its pride 
in the buildings of ships and cheer the 
workmen along in the effort to build them 
faster and better than anywhere else. 
“We need assistance now as never be- 
fore. Recognizing the possibilities of cre- 
ating greater community interests, it gives 
me the greatest pleasure to designate the 
Southern Commercial Congress as an agency 
for accomplishing this result, as applied 
especially to the wood and steel yards in 
the southern states. This offers an occa- 
sion for immediate service which I am sure 
sea the people of the south will not over- 
ook. :,

State Child Labor Law 
Now the Guiding Statute. 

The knockout administered to the fed- 
eral child labor law py the United States 
supreme court nullifies that law, of course: 
but operators must not forget that a child 
labor law exists in Georgia, which is al- 
most, if not quite, as rigid as the federal 
statute. 

In a nutshell, the Georgia law provides 
that no child under 14% years shall work 
in any mill or other manufacturing plants, 
with the following exceptions: 

If over 14 years of age the child must 
present a certificate from the superintend- 
ent of education in the county in which he 
or she. resides to the effect that the .said 
child has had at least twelve weeks of reg- 
ular schooling during the preceding twelve 
months. If that is complied with then the 
exception is granteca. 

A child ower 12 years of age who is an 
orphan and dependent upon his or her labor 
for support; and a child who has a widowed 
mother dependent upon the support of said 


British and American Gir 
In Munitions Factories 


By NEWELL DWIGHT HILLIS

Tomorrow morning at 8 o’clock one mil- 
lion British girls will enter the munition 
and related factories. Tomorrow afternoon 
at 4 o'clock another million girls will enter 
the same factories, to 
be followed at midnight 
by the third shift of 
women. These factories 
average 40 feet wide, 
and end to end would 
be 100 feet in length. 
The roar of the ma- 
chinery is never silent 
by day or night. In one 
factory I saw a young 
woman who was close- 
ly related, through her 
grandfather, to a man 
in the house of lords. 
Her arms were bDlack 
with machine oil, her 
she wore

hair was under a rubber cover, 
bloomers Her task was pouring two tons 
of molten steel into the shell molds. The 
great shells passed from the hands of one 
girl to another until] the fiftieth girl, 1,500 
feet away, finished the threads into which 
the cap’s screw was fastened. 

Daily Output of Shells. 

Every twenty-four hours these women 
turn out more small caliber cartrides than 
all 'England did the first year of this war. 
Every forty-eight hours they turn out more 
large cartridges than all England did the 
first year of this war. Every six days, with 
the help of men not fit for the battle front, 
they turn out more heavy cannon than all 
England did the first year of this war. They 
have sent 17,000,000 tons of ammunition to 
the front. Their shells are roaring on five 
battle fronts in three continents. When the 
British boys thrust their huge shells into 
the cannon these boys literally receive the 
shells at the hands of the millions of Eng- 
lish girls who are passing them forward. 
Wonderful the heroism of the British sol- 
diers! The reason why the men fight well at 
the front is because there are women at home 
worth fighting for. In all ages battles have 
been won, partly by the strong arm of the 
soldier, but chiefly by the heart that nerves 
the arm.- That is why John Ruskin once said 
that “the woman in the rear generally wins 
the victory et the front.” 

All England a Munition ‘Factory. 

It stirs one’s sense of wonder to find 
that all classes and all social conditions are 
represented in these factories. Thousands of 
young school teachers have left the school- 
room behind, closed the book and desk, and 
gone to the factory. Tens of thousands of 
young wives and mothers have left their 
little children with the grandmother. Many 
rectors and clergymen and priests, unfit for 
service at the front by reason of age, work 
all day long in the munition factory. Many 
a professional man crowds his work in the 
office that he may reach the factory for~at 
least a few hours’ work upon shot and shell. 
One day in France, as I was entering the 
factory, I saw perhaps twenty young women 
come out, hurry across the street to a build- 
ing where two old crippled soldiers were tak- 
ing care of the little children. These youns 
mothers nursed their babes, looked after the 
other children, and then hurried back to the 
factory. Every minute was precious; every 
day was big with destiny. Their young hus- 
bahds and brothers and lovers, when the 
German push came, must have their car- 
tridges and shells ready, and in abundance. 
Watching these women with their strained, 
anxious faces—women who cut each thread 
in the shell with the accuracy of the expert— 
you could see the lips of the woman mur- 
muTring, and needed no confession from her 
that she was silently praying for the man 
who would use this weapon to defend her 
beloved France, her aged mother, and her 
little child. 

Girls Who Are Immortal 
Work. 

When the best is slain and the Potsdam 
gang tried and executed for their crimes, 
and the boys come home with trumpets and 
banners, the ovations will be for the soldiers: 
but after the soldiers have had their parade 
and their honor and their ovation on the 
first day of the triumph there should be a 
second great parade, in which, while the 
soldiers stand on the streets and observe and 
the merchnants and workingmen and the pro- 
fessional classes stand as spectators, down 
the street shall march the munition girls, 
who fashioned the weapons with which the 
soldiers slew the common enemy. For, while 
the boys at the front have.defended liberty, 
the girls at home have armed the soldiers 
Neither one without the other could have 
made the world safe for democracy. Through 
the imagination these women have a right, 
while they toil, to watch the shell complete 
their work. The smith who forges the chain 
for the ship’s anchor has a right to exult 
when he looks out through his imagination 
upon the great boat held firm by his chain 
in the hour when the storm threatened ty: 
hurl the craft upon the rocks. The inventor 
has a right to say: “That granary full of 
wheat is mine; I invented the reaper.” The 
physician has a right to rejoice over the 
battle and victory over the youth whose life 
was saved by the surgeon’s skill. Not other- 
wise, the munition girl has a right when the 
long day of battle is over to say: “I safe- 
guarded that cottage; I lifted a shield above 
that little child; I built a wall against the 
cathedral and the gallery and the homes of 
yonder city.” For American girls of vision 
there is nothing that they so much desire as 
the immediate condemnation by our govern- 
ment of 10,000 luxury-producing plants in 
their country, which should immediately be 
taken over by our government for munition 
purposes, and before the daybreak of the first 
morning there would be ten million American 


girls standing before the doors, trying to 
break their way in to obtain a chance to 
fashion the shells that wouid protect Ameri- 
can boys in danger at the front.

MOVEMENT STARTED 


If People Favor Such a Step, 
Power at Incinerating Plant 


Will Be Used. 


The question of municipal ownership 
of lighting plants will be submitted to 
the people of Atlanta on July 10, when 
a vote is registered in the white pri- 
mary, and the people will decide upon 
that date whether they wish to have the 
city own its lighting plant, or continue 
renting lights from a private corpora- 
tion. 

In case the question should be voted 
upon favorably by the people, it is de- 


‘clared that with a little expansion and | 


/enlargement, the power that is now 
being generated by the incinerator 


‘could be made to supply a large por- 
tion of the energy with which to op- 
‘erate the city lighting plant. which 
‘would make it unnecessary for At- 
lanta to build a complete new outfit. 

The contract held by the city with 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany expired in April of this year, and 
City Electrician Turner pointed out 
that the city shoyld not make a new 
contract with the company upon the 
rates now asked by the power com- 
pany. 

Councilman Claude Ashley, who has 
worked out the idea of supplying power 
for an electric lighting plant through 
the incinerator plant, is enthusiastic 
over the promise offered by the scheme, 
and he believes that much money could 
be saved the city by adopting the plan.

With Story of the Gallipoli Campaign 


An audience that crowded Edison 
hall heard with rapt absorption yes- 


terday afternoon the story of the cam- 
paign of Gallipoli, as told by John 
Masefield. 

The famous English poet is now a 
war historian for the British govern- 
ment, and a war speaker, whose en- 
gagement at Camp Gordon brought 
him to Atlanta. Hitherto he had been 
better known here as poet and play- 
wright, and hero of the Gallipoli cam- 
paign. 

Those who heard him Tuesday found 
him both poet and historian, for, his 
clear and detailed Gescription of that 
early disaster of the war was not only 
colored by the picturesque viewpoint 
and eloquent language of the spirit 
whith sees facts with all the glamor 
that the ordinary man misses, Dut 
writing victory out of defeat. 

Tells of War Horrors,

His story of the peninsula campaign 
was preceded by a brief dissertation 
on the effect of the war on English 
literature, which he declared was al- 
most immaterial. The young poets 
started out with a glow of enthusiasm 
for service, but the business of war 
or death had practically closed their 
careers. The men of middle age are 
too busy with some government serv- 
ice, if too old to fight, and the older

Those who are of such 
an age and condition in life that they 
may, without detriment to the econom- 
ic support of the army, actively oppose 
themselves against our enemy on the 
European battlefields, are indeed priv- 
ileged.

Washington, June 4.—Good prospects 
for a cotton crop of record proportions 
this year were indicated in today’s de- 
partment of agriculture cotton report 
showing the condition of the growing 
plant to be 82.3 per cent of a normal 
on May 25. This is the highest condi-+ 
tion on May 25 in the last ten years 
except in 1911 when it was 87.8 and a 
record crop was produced. 

The high condition, coupled with pri- 
vate reports that this year’s acreage 
is much sag eer than that of last year, 
and offici statements that the stand 
is good and more fertilizer has been 
used than the season before seemed 
to indicate that the production will be 
large. 

With average growing conditions 
from now until time of picking offi- 
cials heer foresee a production ap- 
proaching the record crops of 16,135,000 
cere in 1914 and 15,693,000 bales in 
The condition of the cotton crop on 
May 25 was 82.3 per cent of a normal, 
compared with 69,5 on that date last 
year; 77.5 in 1916; 80.0 in 1915 and 79.0 
the ten-year average, the department 
of agriculture today announced. 

Revised estimates announced today 
shows the area planted and in cultiva- 
tion at the end of June last year was 
34,925,000 acres, while the area picked 
was 33,841,000 acres. The average yield 
per acre was 159.7 pounds of lint. An 
estimate of the acreage planted this 
year will be announced in July. 

The cotton crop was in better condi- 
tino on May 25 than on that date in 
any of the last ten years excepting in 
1911, the year of record production, the 
department of agriculture announced 
today in its first cotton report of the 
season.

| Chicago, June 4.—Corn rallied briskly 
today from the bearish effects of the 
‘submarine raid. Prices closed firm 2 
to 3 cents net higher, with June $1.30% 
and July $1.33% to $1.33%.

cents. 

It was evident from the outset that 
the flurry over U-boats had come to 
an end so far as the corn market was 
involved. Selling pressure, which was

additional impetus to the upward swing 
of prices.

Reliable advice 
of weevil activity in counties not badly 
injured hitherto, points to great destruc- 
tion as the season advances. Plant lice 
and cut worms have been at work in un- 

recedented numbers. Altogether the out- 
om would be rather black were it not for 
equally strong reasons for a good crop. 

First among these is the widespread and 
‘very general use of improved early seed, 
such as King, Toole, Cleveland, etc., which 
has taken place owing to destruction of 
geed crop by early freeze last fall. With 
this type of cotton an increased yield 
would be certain under: ordinary circum- 
etances. 

Next, the splendid financial condition of 
the farmer, coupled with the certain pros- 
pect of profitable sales when staple is 
made insures an optimistic mood and maxi- 
mum effort of himself and family to make 
the crop in spite of all handicaps, This 
partially offsets shortage in labor. 

Lastly, the use of fertilizer on cotton has 
been greater this year than for several sea- 
gons and the plant food has been of better 
quality. Studies showing the connection 
between the lavish use of “guano” and high 
yields lead us to expect marked increase 
in production from this cause. 

Summarizing, the prospect is for a very 
good northern crop, an exceedingly low 
southern yield and tremendous and par- 
tially umexpected weevil damage.

ganized their defenses and by rapid ac- 
tion and excellent shooting, caused the 
approaching enemy to hesitate. 

In order to mask their movements 
the Germans used smoke grenades, ren- 
dering shooting difficult for the de- 
fenders and at the same time opened 
a severe bombardment on the town. 
The enemy started across the bridge, 
but when many had reached the center 
of the structure a terrific explosion be- 
hind them heralded the destruction of 
the central arch. Dozens of the Ger- 
mans were hurled into the water, while 
the few that reached the south side 
were captured. 

The Americans who held the south 
end of the bridge and banks of the 
river, covered the whole operation and 
protected the French troops’~ while 
crossing before the explosion. The 
‘(French officers fighting with them 
declare that the Americans displayed 
wonderful qualities of coolness and 
courage in the most difficult situation 
and in the course of the trying struggle 
in the streets, while afterward they, 
with their machine guns, prevented all 
attempts of the enemy to repair the 
bridge. 

General Pershing’s Report. 

Washington, June 4.—General Persh- 
ing in his communique made public to- 
night tersely reports on the fighting 


troops took part. 

The communique follows: 

“In the fighting northwest of Cha- 
teau Thierry our troops broke up an 
attempt of the enemy to advance to the 
south through Neuilly wood and by a 
counter attack drove him back to the 
north of the woods. On the Marne 
front a German battalion which had 
crossed at Jaulgonne, was counter at- 
tacked by French and American troops 
and forced to retreat to the right 
bank.

SHARP SLACKENING 
IN GERMAN EFFORT 
ON THE MARNE LINE 


Paris, June 4.—A very appreciable 
slackening of the German effort is 
noted in the announcement of the 
French war office tonight. The French 
positions at certain points have been 
improved and a German attack which 
at first made some progress was later 
repulsed. : 

The French day statement reads: 

“Between the Oise and the Aisne the 
Germans, held in check by the ener- 
getic resistance of the French troops, 
were not able to make any progress. 

“Between the Aisne and the Ourcqg 
the battle ,was continued during the 
night with ‘intense violence. Beginning 
at p. m. violent attacks took place 
in the region of Pernant, Saconin and 
Missy to Tropanes wood. Pernant fell 
into the hands of the enemy after a 
stubborn defense which cost the as- 
sailants heavy losses. Further south 
the French yielded a little ground. 
West of Saconin and Missy to Fave- 
rolles wood and also at Troesnes the 
German attack was held in check by 
the French. 

“The fighting was no less spirited 
in the region south of the Ourcg. The 
Germans, heavily supported by artil- 
lery, directed their efforts against 
Mosloy, Neuilly La Poterie, Torcy and 
Bouresches. A counter attack enabled 
the French to recapture Mosloy. Neuilly 
La Poterie was the scene of violent 
combats. The village passed from 
hand to hand, finally remaining in pos- 
session of the Germans. 

“American troops checked German 
advanced forces which were seeking 
to penetrate Neuilly wood and by a 
magnificent counter attack hurled 
back the Germans north of this wood. 

“Farther south the Germans were 
not able to make any gains. On the 
Marne front an enemy battalion which 
had crept across to the left bank of 
the river above Jaulgonne was coun- 
ter attacked by French and Ameri- 
can troops and hurled back to the 
other bank after having suffered heavy 
losses. A foot bridge which the ene- 
my used was destroyed and 100 pris- 
oners remained in our hands. 

“Elsewhere on the front there ig no 
change.” 


GERMAN GUNS BUSY 
ON ALBERT SECTOR. 


London, June 4.—The German artil- 
lery developed considerable. activity 
early this morning between Albert and 
Serre, on the front above Amiens, the 
war office announces. 

The statement reads: 

“We captured a few prisoners last 
night in a successful raid west of Mer- 
ville. A hostile attack upon one of 
our new posts west of Vieux Berquin 
was repulsed and prisoners remained

“The enemy showed lively reconnoi- 
tering activity and made strong ad- 
vances at several points of the front. 
Southwest of Merris (midway between 
Ypres and Bethune) he has establish- 
ed himself in small trench sectors.” 
“North of the Aisne we wrested a few 
‘trenches from the enemy in 


fighting. His stubborn resistance in 
clinging to the heights west and south- 
west of Soissons was broken yes : 


on the Marne front, in which American. 


The heights around Vauxbuin and west 
of Chaudun were taken. 

“After storming Pernant and Missy- 
aux-Bois we drove the enemy back to 
the Souldir-Dommiere line. Several 
batteries were captured. A few thou- 
sand prisoners were brought in. 

“French counter attacks on both 
Sides of the Ourcq river failed with 
heavy losses. To the northwest of 
Chateau Thierry we fought our way 
across the Bussiares-Bouresches line 
and repulsed counter attacks. 

“On the Marne and between the 
Marne and Rheims the situation is un- 
changed.” 

The evening official report from gen- 
eral headquarters says: 

“There were successful engagements 
on the southern bank of of the Aisne 
to the west of Soissons.”
